Koilov 
itoted that Itt experience In (he Soviet Union would help In augmenting the proicc- 
tlon afforded by the Berlin Wall .

Rusk, stating that the USSR would deeply regret hoving to oct without the US and 
in allies.

An East German Border Commond defector stated hti unit wot placed on pre-olert ot 
240800 October, followed by higher combot readiness (Erhoehte Kompfbereitschoft) at 
2415002. Under this, oil per»onnel were restricted, Interior guard wo» ordered to return 
to home nations, line companies resumed patrolling, men were recoiled from leove, 
discharges were suspended until further notice, border obstacle construction was suspended. 
No additional men, weapons or equipment were received, and no combot gat mask filters 
were issued. 

A covert report stotes thot the EGA and People 1 ! Police were placed on the highest state 
of alert reodiness (Hoechste Alarmbereitschoft), but this Is not confirmed. A French report 
of unknown reliability stoted the EGA went on state of Alert Number 3 ot 0001, 24 October.

Attoche observations in Bulgorio 25 October ond continuing through the crisis showed 
generolly thot troops were in borrocks oreos, rood troffic wos very light, but more thon 
the usuol number of ombulonces were on the roods; there were few odditionol security 
measures, ond oircroft apparently were not dispersed. Some Bulgorion troops recently 
releosed from duty ond some specialists from the reserves were reportedly colled up du-ine 
the week of 22 October.
